The Germans near Haudremont, 
northeast of Verdun, in a bayonet 
attack in which heavy casualties 
were inflicted on the French, have 
captured a stone quarry around 
which they gained a footing Mon- 
day. There has been considerable 
artillery activity west of the Meuse 
on Hill 304 and the French first 
line between Dead Man's Hill and 
Cumleres.

WHAT HAS HAPPENED. 

What has actually happened in 
the year which has since elapsed has 
shown that those hopes were not 
justified, those assurances insuscep 
tible of being fulfilled.

EMPTY PROMISES. 

Even the terms in which it an- 
nounced its purpose thus still further 
to relax the restraints it had pre- 
viously professed its willingness and 
desire to put upon the opegations of 
its submarines carried the plain im- 
plication that at least vessels which 
were not armed would still de 
exempt from destruction without 
warning, and that personal safety 
would be accorded their passengers 
and crews; but even that limitation, 
if it was ever practicable to observe 
it, has, in fact constituted no check 
at all upon the destruction of ships 
of every sort. 

Again and again the imperial Ger- 
man government has given this gov- 
ernment its solemn assurances that 
at least passenger ships would not 
be thus dealt with, and yet it has 
again and again permitted its under- 
sea commanders to disregard those 
assurances with entire impunity. 
Great liners like the Lusitania and 
the Arabic and mere ferryboats like 
the Sussex have been attacked with- 
out a moment’s warning, sometimes 
before they had even become aware 
that they were in the presence of an 
armed vessel of the enemy, and the 
lives of noncombatants, passengers 
and crews have been sacrificed 
wholesale in a manner which the 
government of the 
cannot but regard as wanton and 
without the slightest color of justi- 
fication. No limit of any kind has in 
fact been set to the indiscriminate 
pursuit and destruction of merchant- 
men of all kinds and nationalities, 
within the waters, constantly ex- 
tending in area, where these opera- 
tions have been carried on; and the 
roll of Americans who have lost 
their lives on ships thus attacked 
and destroyed has grown month by 
month until the ominous toll has 
mounted into the hundreds. 


SHOCKING INSTANCE. 


One of the latest and most shock- 
ing instances of this method of war- 
fare was that of the destruction of 
the French cross-channel steamer 
Sussex. It must stand forth, as the 
sinking of the Lusitania did, as so 
singularly tragical and unjustifiable 
as to constitute a truly terrible 
example of the inhumanity of sub- 
marine warfare as the commanders 
of the German vessels have for the 
past twelve months been conducting

dence of criminal mistake or willful | 
disobedience on the part of the com- 
mander of the vessel that fired the 
torpedo might be sought or enter- 
tained; but unhappily it does not 
stand alone. Recent events make 
the conclusion inevitable that it is 
only one instance, even though it be 
one of the most extreme and dis- 
tressing instances, of the spirit and 
method of warfare which the im- 
perial German government has. mis- 
takenly adopted, and which from the 
first exposed that government to the 
reproach” of thrusting all neutral 
rights aside in pursuit of its imme- 
diate objects. 

The government of the United 
States has been very patient. At ev- 
ery stage of this distressing expe- 
rience of tragedy after tragedy in 
which its own citizens were involved 
it has sought to be restrained from 
any extreme course of action of pro- 
test by a thoughtful consideration of 
the extraordinary circumstances of 
this unprecedented war, and ac- 
tuated in all that it said or did by 
the sentiments of genuine friendship 
which the people of the United 
States always have entertained and 
continue to entertain toward the 
German nation. It has, of course, 
accepted the successive explanations 
and assurances of the imperial Ger- 
man government as given in entire 
sincerity and good faith, and has 
hoped, even against hope, that it 
would prove to be possible for the 
German government so to order and 
control the acts of its naval com- 
manders as to square its policy with 
the principles of humanity as em- 
bodied in the law of nations. It has 
been willing to wait until the signif- 
icance ot the facts became absolute- 
ly unmistakable and susceptible of 
but one interpretation. 

ONE INTERPRETATION. 
That point has now, unhappily, 
been reached. The facts are sus- 
ceptible of but one interpretation. 
The imperial German government 
has not been able to put any limits 
or restraints upon its warfare 
against either feright or passenger 
ships. It has therefore become pain- 
fully evident that the position which 
this government took at the very 
outset is inevitable, namely, that the 
mse of submarines for the destruc- 
tion of any eneniy’s commerce is of 
necessity, because of the very char- 
acter of the vessels employed, and 
the very methods of attack which 
their employment of course involves, 
incompatible with the principles of 
humanity, the long-established and 
incontrovertible rights of neutrals 
and the sacred immunities of non- 
combatants. 

I have deemed it my duty, there- 
fore, to say to the imperial German 
government that if it is still its pur- 
pose to prosecute relentless and in- 
discriminate warfare against vessels

AISER DECORATES 
SUSSEX DESTROYER. 


COMMANDER OF SUBMARINE 
REWARDED FOR WORK. 


Paris Identifies the Undersea 
Craft as the U-28, IAter Sunk 
by Allied Warships, the Captain 
of Which Receives the Order of 
Crossed Swords from Emperor. 


[BY ATL CABLE AND A. P.] 
PARIS, April 19.—Information was 
received from reliable sources today 
that Emperor William has decorated 
the commander of the submarine 


which is said to have torpedoed the 
Sussex. It is understood Waghing- 
ton has been informed of this de- 
velopment. 

The award of a decoration to this 
commander, it is believed here, 
would make it difficult, and perhaps 
impossible, for Germany to punish 
him, in case such a demand were 
made by the American government. 

The name of the commander and 
the number of the submarine, ac- 
cording to the récent semiofficial 
statement, are in possession of the 
French government, but have not 
been made public. It is now learned, 
however, that it was the German 
submarine U-28, which was sunk 
subsequently by French and British 
warships at a point near the scene 
of the Sussex explosion. 

Previous advices received by way 
of Switzerland said two submarine 
officers had received the Order of 
Grossed Swords. Their names were 
not given, nor were they identified 
as having been connected with the 
Sussex affair. The information now 
received specifically identifies the 
commander mentioned as responsible 
for the torpedoing of the Sussex as 
one of those decorated with the Or- 
der of Crossed Swords. 


SWISS CHARTER 
AMERICAN SHIPS.

In fact some officials contend that 
Clerks or secretaries of embassy at- 
taches, even though formally regis- 
tered as such, enjoy no immunity.

SOLDIERS CALLED 
TO QUELL RIOTS.

HASTINGS ON HUDSON (N. T.) 
April 19.— Martial law was declared 
within the Umits of Hastings village 
and State troops were called upon 
for duty today after rioting had as- 
sumed serious proportions among 
strikers of the National Conduit and 
Cable Company. A mob attacked the 
company’s plant with bullets and 
stones. | 
Although the plant of the Nation- 
al Conduit and Cable Company is 
closed as a result of yesterday's 
rioting by strikers and sympathiz- 
ers. further trouble was anticipated 
today. Several hundred men re- 
sumed stoning the plant this morn- 
ing. Private guards within the plant 
attempted to disperse them by firing 
a few shots into the air, but the 
strikers and their friends rushed -for- 
ward and the guards hastily retired. 
The temper of the crowd was ugly 
and its numbers rapidly increased. 

A shorter working day and in- 
creased wages are the strikers’ de- 
mands. The company employs near- 
ly 3000 persons. 

ALL SALOONS CLOSED. 

The Trustees of the village voted 
to place the situation in the hands 
of the Sheriff, who at once sum- 
moned the National Guardsmen at 
White Plains, Mount Vernen and 
Flushing. - 

Sheriff -Weisendanger suspended 
the sale of intoxicants and closed 
all saloons and ordered on duty the 
deputies withdrawn yesterday. 

After stoning the shops the strik- 
ers and their sympathizers jostied 
train commuters in the streets, drew 
revolvers and fired into the air and 
at the plant. No one was injured 
during this attack. 

President J. Goodwin of the 
village explained that the Sheriff 
had been called upon because the 
company, which manufactures muni- 
tions of war, had demanded protec- 
tion for its munition plant, and there 
are only six village officers.

It was ascertained that the boys, 
neither more than 25 years old, had 
come to Los Angeles together, and 
here had separated. One trail 
to the East.

Through admissions made by the 
boy now held in Chicago, who gave 
the name of Jack Roberts, the Burns 
operators ascertained his companion 
was still living in a cheap hotel in 
Sonoratown in this city. The hid- 
ing place was located, but no arrest 
was made last night, as the detec- 
tives wish to be absolutely sure of 
their man. . 

P. W. Mohan, local manager of 
the Burns Agency, refused to talk 
about the case last night. He ad- 
mitted, however, that the Chicago 
office had acquainted him of the de- 
tention of young Roberts.” Mr. 
Mohan also admitted that the arrest 
of the second bellboy was expected 
within twenty-four hours. 

The detectives expect to recover 
the remainder of the missing jew- 
elry from the second boy.

PHOSPHORESCENT DEVICES.

Gun sights which have circles and 
points that glow in the dark, range 
finders that shine in the enfolding 
giow are some of the appliances for 
military purposes which are being 
made in this city by a newly- 
organized company.

FEARS PERILS 
OF POLITICS.

Proposed Charter is Opposed 
by R .F. Del Valle. 


Changes Threaten Injury to 

Public Service. 

One-man Power not to City’s 
Best Interest. | 


Fearing that the new charter 
might engulf the water department 
in politics, R. F. Del Valle, president 
of the Public Service Commission, 
voiced his objection to it at a meet- 
ing of the Joint Charter Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Realty Board, in the directors’ 
room at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Del Valle 
dealt particularly with the sections 
of the charter relating to the De- 
partment of Public Service. 
OPPOSES CHANGE. 

William Mulholland, superintend- 
ent of the water department, gave 
his reasons for believing that the 
department should continue to be 
conducted ad it is now, and not as 
proposed by the new charter. T. E. 
Gibbon, George Dunlop and Boyle 
Workman, a member of the Public 
Service Commission, spoke in favor 
of the changes suggested by the free- 
holders. No action was taken by 
the joint committee. 

Mr. Del Valle said the proposed 
new system in the Public Sevice 
Department, especially putting it 
under one manager or director, was 
inadvisable. “It has been proved 
for years that the present system is 
u successful] mode of managing this 
department, and it would be inaéd- 
visable, especially at this time, to 
change what hag proved so success- 
ful,” he said. 

PROVED ITS MERITS. 
He called attention to the fact 
that the commission was composed 
of men selected at different times 
for different terms, thus always 
keeping the men posted in that 
branch of the city’s business. He 
also said that the selection of a 
manager or director of the depart- 
ment by a Mayor who might be an- 
tagonistic to the best inter of 
the community would at once de- 
atroy the efficiency of the depart- 


“Above all,” he added, “it would 

a way of getting this department 
into politics. From its inception it 
has been the purpose to keep it en- 
tirely free from the excitement of 
political times or the influences that 
might affect it by being toe closely 
related to the other departments of 
the city.”

ALHAMBRA JUSTICE TO HEAR 
DE WITT ASSAULT CASE, 


Henry Guenthart, Accused of 
Shooting Husband of His Former 
Wife, will be Supported by His 


The story of an old man's romance 
which had a disastrous ending will 
be recounted in Justice Northrup’s 
court inj Alhambra this morning, 


when Henry Guenthart, now in the 
Los Angeles County Jail, will be 
given a preliminary trial on the 
charge of attempting to kill H. A. 
De Witt, 65 years old. Mr. De Witt 
is in the County Hospital suffering 
from bullet wounds through the 
right lung and in the left hand, in- 
flicted several days ago by Mr. 
Guenthart. 

Last June Mr. De Witt married 
Mr. Guenthart’s divorced wife, very 
shortly after she had received a final 
decree. Mr. De Witt had been mar- 
ried previously and he and his bride 
had large families of grown children. 

The striking feature of the case 
is the ingathering of the grown 
children on both sides from various 
Parts of the country. H. A. De Witt. 
a son of the wounded man, arrived 
yesterday from Amity, Or. Other 
grown children of the unfortunate 
husband who are here ready for the 
trial are W. T. De Witt and Mrs. 
Bessie Gibbs. 

| Mr. Guenthart’s four grown sons 

Adolph, Albert, Chester and Wu. 
Ham—and a young daughter. Alice, 
are on the ground, ready to take an 
active part in the forthcoming court 
proceedings. The seriousness of the 
charge against Mr. Guenthart is 
shown by the size of his bail, which 
was fixed at $10,000 by Justice 
Northrup. 

The shooting occurred at the 
home in Ramona Acres from which 
Mr. Guenthart departed about three 
years ago and where Mr. De Witt 
later came in as the head of the 
household. Mr. De Witt met his 
present wife at the Guenthart fam- 
ily home when he delivered grain 
there for an Alhambra firm. Mr. 
De Witt’s former wife died three 
years ago.

Two Arraigned Yesterday on South- 
ern Pacific Complaint—Organ- 
ized Bands of Thieves Oper- 
ating Along Border, Back 
Wagons up to Cars. 


As part of a campaign to clean 
up the thieves who have been steal- 
ing freight from Southern Pacific 
cars, R. I. Parker and Charles A. 
Leadbetter, alias J. R. Beach, 
switchmen in the employ ot the 
road, were arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Hammack yes- 
terday, and committed to the County 
Jail in default of bond of $2000 each. 
It is claimed that these men stole 


tires and automobile casings, worth 
about $100, consigned by the Con- 
tinental Rubber Company of Erie, 
Pa., to A. G. Burson of Ventura. 
ae arrest of these men marks the 

nning of the campaign against 
freight thieves by Special Officers 
McShane and O'Connor of the 
Southern Pacific. They began work 
at Yuma, last winter, and have since 
been working west. Since that time 
twenty arrests have’ been made at 
Yuma, Brawley and. other points, 
and thousands of dollars worth of 
freight recovered. 

Down toward the boundary line, 
the thieves were so bold that they 
merely backed up wagons to the 
cars and carried off the shipments, 
then made a hurried trip across the 
border to Mexicali and other points. 
These officers found a great lot of 
valuable stuff in the custom-house 
at Mexicali, and the Mexican cus- 
tom officials there co-operated with 
them to the fullest extent. 

The local yards have also suffered 
very severely of late, there having 
been a regular epidemic of thievery 
reported. Los Angeles merchants 
have lost much valuable freight, and 
shipments sent to other points have 
been lifted out of the cars bodily. 
The arrests yesterday were the first 
in the fight that is to be waged 
against the marauders, and it is an- 
nounced that others will speedily 
find themselves in the clutches of 
the law.

It is impossible to sever diplomatic rela- 


tions without severing economic, commer- 


cial, social and friendly relations, and it is 
dificult to sever them without accompany- 
ing such severance with tremendous prep- 
aration for battle on land and sea. 

We have no cause of quarrel with Ger- 
many except what she has wantonly and 
wickedly and unnecessarily given us. She 
has deliberately and repeatedly violated the 
law of nations and defied the law of hu- 
manity. In the controversy between us 
she has been altogether wrong and we 
have been altogether right. The procia- 
mation of the Kaiser of March 1 in which 
he announced the intention of his govern- 
ment to do openly as a measure of German 
policy what it had done for nineteen months 
as a German practice—sink without warn- 
ing umarmed merchantmen with their 
freight of human beings, whether the pas- 
sengers were belligerents or neutrals, ene- 
mies or friends, men or women, was a proc- 
lamation carefully considered, deliberately 
promulgated and followed promptly by the 
atrocities threatened. 

We may not hope that Germany will 
abandon the position she has taken. There 
will probably be diplomatic notes and pour- 
pariers but there will be no abandonment 
of the German campaign of terrorism 


against the allies and against the world. 


And what then? Can we confine the 
consequences to recalling our Minister and 
Consuls and giving the German Minister 
and Conduls their passports and excluding 
German ships and German goods from our 
ports and refusing henceforth to have lot 
or commerce With this cruel and relentless 
power? Can we submit to have American 
citizens assassinated and undertake no 
measure fh their defense? 

Americans do not want war. We deprecate 
it and will do all that honorable men can 
do to avoid it. But though forbearing we 
are not fearful. The history of our coun- 
try. and the example of our fathers call 
upon us. The flag that sometimes knew 
disaster but never knew defeat is flying 
from mast and steeple. “God and the 
right” is our slogan. The voice of faction 
will be hushed to silence and one hundred 
millions of the brightest, bravest and truest 
people on earth will stand behind their 
President, if the dread conflict shall come. 

The Times does not believe we shall have 
war With Germany. There is a way out of 
it—and The Times believes that both Ger- 
many and the United States want to find it. 
The attitude of Congress encourages hope- 
fulness. There will be no rash, impulsive 
action. There will be no declaration of 
war by Congress for political effect, or to 
pull England’s chestnuts out of the fire. 


UBMARINE WARFARE. 

It has been assumed that Great Britain 
has been able to maintain supremacy on 
the sea because of her dreadnaughts. The 
fact is that she has not maintained su- 
premacy on the sea at all and the further 
fact is that not a single dreadnaucht has 
been engaged in a naval battle. The only 
engagement of British dreadnaughts was 
not with German dreadnaughts but was at 
the Dardanelles with land batteries and 
with submarines and as a result six dread- 
naughts with their entombed crews went 
to the bottom of the sea. 


Great Britain’s thirty-three dreadnaughts |. 


have made it expedient for Germany's 
twenty dreadnaughts not to venture out of 
their harbors, and Germany's submarines 
have discouraged British dreadnaughts 
from attempting to sail the ocean blue. 


Because of mines and submarines neither 
the British nor the German dreadnaughts 
dare venture out of their protected har- 
bors. They are substantially bottled up. 
The swift British cruiser Paine on 
range guns has been able by kee out- 
side of the submarine-infested war zone to 
accomplish something in the way of seiz- 
ing neutral vessels suspected of carrying 
food to German noncombatants, but so far 
as British dreadnaughts or German dread- 
naughts are concerned the submarines have 
made junk of them. 

John Randolph once said: “Give the 
tiger the properties of the shark and the 
shark the properties of the tiger and man- 
kind will not be safe either on sea or 
land.” 7 

The German undersea craft have demon- 
strated their awful potency as a destructive 
agency on the ocean. They have made it 
clear that on the water as on the land war 
is hell, and so long as hell is adopted as 
the means of settling international differ- 
ences or of satisfying international greed 
these instruments of hell will be used. 

We have had in the Present war no in- 
stance where:— 
“The frighted waves rushed wildly back 
Before the broadsides reeling rack.” 

There has been no oversea battle be- 
tween dreadnaughts, and no undersea bat- 
tle: On the sea it has been a war of as- 
sassination rather than of manly conflict. 
in submarine warfare there is no opportu- 
nity for the exhibition of chivalry or cour- 
age or magnanimity. It develops cowardice 
and cruelty. It ranks with well poisoning 
and the distribution of disease germs, and 
while the use of submarines by one nation 
makes it necessary for all nations to con- 
struct and use them for harbor defense, the 
kind of naval heroes they educate and de- 
velop are not such as will add renown to 
any nation. 

Hitherto every invention in instruments 
of war has been speedily followed by a 
counter invention in means of resistance. 
Guns of greater power have been followed 
with armor plate of greater capacity of 
resistance, but against the submarine the 
genius of resistance seems paralyzed. 
“Why is it,” asks Senator McCumber, that 
no simple device which could be attached 
to a vessel to find a mine and explode it 
before the vessel proper has reached it has 
not been invented? This is a question to 
which we have had no satisfactory answer.

some proper method of coping with this 
undersea destroyer, either by such con- 
trivance as shall shield the vessel from its 
torpedo or one that shall make the life of 
the undersea craft more hazardous than 
that of its present helpless victims.“ 

If this is not done the commerce of no 
nation in the world can long survive these 
rapidly-increasing serpents of the sea, 
whose unseen stroke is death and against 
which no vigilance can guard. The num- 
ber of vessels already destroyed by sub- 


chant vessels in the marine or most of the 
maritime nations of the world. 


The use of the submarine should be con- 
fined to harbor defense only and to attacks 
upon vessels of war. The use that Germany 
has made, and is now making, of it as a 
means for destroying without warning un- 
armed merchant vessels on the high seas is 
worse than the privateering which the na- 
tions have by agreement abolished, worse 
than piracy which has been discontinue, 
Whatever else shall be done or left undone, 
submarine activity, as conducted by Ger- 
many, ought to come to an immediate end. 


AVING THE CONVERTED. 

In the summer of 1912 a number of 
misguided men broke away from the Re- 
publican party, fatuously christened them- 
selves “ ves” or “Bull Moose” and 
accepted the leadership of Theodore Roose- 
vélt.

Prohibition Maine seems to be th 
standard-bearer of the Union in the num- 
ber of divorces, judging from the annual 
report of Dr. A. G. Young, State Registrar 
of Vital Statistics, published in the Port- 
land (Me.) Evening Expréss of February 
25, 1916: 

During the past year 1092 divorces 
were decreed in the State, one for every 
six marriages solemnized. Some of the 
causes for which divorces were granted 
are as follows: Adultery, 147, or 13.5 
per cent. of the whole number; ‘cruelty, 
34, or 3.1 per cent.; desertion, 131, or 12 
per cent.; intoxication, 57, or 5.2 per 
cent.; cruel and abusive treatment, 333, 
or 30.5 per cent.; non-support, 48, or 4.4 
per cent. The other divorces were 
granted for multiple or associated 
causes. 

“The wife was the libellant in 788 
divorces and the husband in 304: in the 
divorces granted for adultery the hus- 
band was the libellant ninety-five times 
and the wife fifty-two times: on ac- 
count of cruelty the wife was the libel- 
lant in twenty-eight cases and the 

husband in six cases; for intoxication 
the husband was the libellant in sixty- 
five instances and the wife in fifty-four 
cases.” 

That is certainly not a brilliant showing 

for prohibition in the way of promoting do- 
mestic harmony. The number of» cases 
where drunkenness was the ground for di- 
vorce, in the case of wives as well as hus- 
bands, is instructive while considering the 
degree to which prohibition prohibits. 

“Dry” Georgia seems to be running a 
close second to “dry” Maine. Under the 
heading “Warning Sounded on Divorce Per- 
ils” Judge W. D. Ellis of the Fulton County 
Superior Court is quoted in the Atlanta 
(Ga.) Constitution of March 20, 1916, as 
saying: 3 
“If the divorce epidemic is not 
checked in Georgia it will eventually 
_ precipitate legalized ‘free love’ and 
trial marriages. The man—or the wom- 
an, either, so far as that matters—will 
be able to go to the one he proposes to 
marry and say: ‘We don’t know how 
this thing will pan out. It is foolish to 
take a risk. Suppose we experiment 
for six months or a year and then, if 
the experiment succeeds, we can make 
our union permanent! And the poor 
woman, unable to do anything but fol- 
low in the steps of love, and with all 
the multitude of divorce precedents op- 
posing any views she might hold to the 
contrary, will be helpless to do any- 
thing else but take chances, depending 
only on her love to win and keep the 
man for whom she cares.” | 
Judge Ellis, whom the Constitution de- 
scribes as one of Georgia’s ablest lawyers 
and a recognized authority on divorce con- 
ditions, proposes legislation to check the 
growth of divorces. The paper says that 
since January 1 there have been filed in 
the Superior Court the record number of 
101 appeals for total divorée (the next 
largest was eighty-odd) and that there are 
160 undefended divorce cases on the April 
docket already. | 

Evidently prohibition and domestic bliss 
are not closely co-ordinated in “dry” Geor- 
gia. The trouble is the “dry” States 
not “dry.”

Percy A. Tugwell, convicted of 
slaying Mre. Maud B. Kennedy, was 

given the maximum penalty of ten 
years’ imprisonment on the recent 
manslaughter verdict returned by 


The court yesterday morning over- 
ruled the motion of defense attor- 
neye for a new trial and imposed 
sentence. Tugwell will be sent to 
the Folsom Penitentiary. 

Mrs. Tugwell, mother of the de- 
fendant, was the only member of 
the family or close relative present 
when sentence was imposed. She 
wept bitterly, but was reassured by 
Attorney Giesler that there would 
de another trial, at which the young 
man would be acquitted. He asked 
tthe court for five days’ stay of exe- 
eution in order to present an ap- 
peai. 

PRISONER UNMOVED. 
Tugwell was stoical and apparent- 
ly unmoved by the decision of the 
court. He returned to the County 
Jail, to all intents satisfied with the 
turn of affairs, and declared that 
he was far better off than after his 
first trial, when he received a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment. 

The crime for which Tugwell has 
been twice convicted is one of the 
most interesting in the criminal an- 
nals of the county.

RMORED CAR TO 
CROSS CONTINENT. 


Over 10,000 Miles will be Covered. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

BOSTON, April 18. — Carrying 
credentials from Gov. McCall, Pri- 
vate William H. Forrest of the 
Eighth Regiment Machine Gun Com- 
pany, M.V.M., stationed at Cam- 
bridge, left the State House today 
in an armored motor car which he 
proposes to take in an 11,200-mile 
circuit to the Pacific Coast and back 
in 112 days. 

STOCK CAR. 

The car is of an ordinary stock 
type, equipped with an armored 
body and protective armor on the 
wheels and other parts. It was de- 
signed by Lieut. William G. Ren- 
wick, of the machine gun company, 
and Forrest. The car weighs 4350 
pounds and carries 1500 pounds of 
armor. It mounts a one-pound 
rapid-fire gun forward and a ma- 
chine gun in the rear and its regu- 
lar complement of men is four. 

The purpose of the trip, according 
to Forrest, is to stimulate a general 
interest in preparedness. The trip 
is indorsed by the American Defense 
Society and he expects to distribute 
some of the society literature en 
route. He also expects to turn over 
the log of his trip. when completed, 
to the United States War Depart- 


ment.

Another advance in the price of 
sugar went into effect yesterday, 
when 10 cents a hundred was added 


present quotations 57.88 for beet 
granulated, and 57.78 for standard 
cane and berry. Looking up the quo- 
fations for cane sugar on approxi- 
mately the same date in previous 
years, it is found that the prices were 
as follows: 1915, $6.70; 1914, $4.60; 
1¥138, $5.05; 1912, $6.05; 1911, $5.50; 
1910, $6.40; 1909, $6.15. These figures 
8 better than words in showing 
the abnormal level of the present 
quotation of cane sugar. ether 
prices will go higher tis anyone's 

guess, some of the New York author- 
ities claiming that the big stocks on 
hand in Cuba will weaken the mar- 
ket, and others stating that the near 
approach of the summer canning sea- 

n and the heavy export demand will 

t only hold the market firm, but 
will in all probability send prices 
even higher. This latter view the 
one given most credence by the local 
sugar people. 

Early Chapman cherries are now 
arriving rather freely in the market, 
and there are ulte a number of: 
dealers offering the early fruit at 25 
cents a pound, or $2.50 a box. Apples 
are steady, and wholesalers report 
a better demand for the fruit during 
the last few days. Bananas are firm, 
and the best stuff is bringing 4% 
cents a pound, Citrus fruits are mov- 
ing in nice shape, and the demand for 
oranges, lemons, and grapefruit is 
even better than usual for this time 
of year. Celery root is bringing $1.25 
a dozen, with a rather good call for 
the vegetable from the hotel and res- 
taurant trade. 

Heavy trading in ranch eggs fea- 
tured Wednesday's session of the 
produce exchange. Prices ranged 
from 22 to 23 cents a dozen, with 
closing sales at 22%. Butter was in- 
active, but firm on call. There are 
no firsts in the market worth speak- 
ing about, and have not been for the 
last week or ten days. Butter ex- 
tras are rather cheap at present, due 
to the large stocks that are coming 
in, and the unwillingness of most of 
the butter men to start storing. Large 
amounts of California butter have 
been sent to eastern points during 
the past two weeks, and this has 
helped keep thé market fairly steady. 
Aceording to Secretary Pickrell, the 
receipts were 1018 cases of eggs, 63,- 

pounds of butter, 930 pounds of 
cheese, 2622 sacks of potatoes, 15 
crates of onions, and 1527 sacks of 
beans.

James Moran yesterday. Moran is 
the spectacular individual who con- 
fessed to the police and Federal of- 
fitials he was impli a im the 
$1,000,000 postal theft I New York 
Citv in February, La investiga. 
tion showed he was a prisoner in 
a California penitentiary at the time 
of the burglary. His confession was 
repudiated. 

Because of his attempt to hoax 
the authorities, and the fact that he 
had no occupation nor means of liv- 
ing, and was using the pose to get 
three meals a day and lodging, a 
charge of vagrancy was placed 
against Moran at the request of the 
Federal authorities. 

When Moran was arraigned before 
Justice Chesebro it was explained 
that Moran had been a prisoner dur- 
ing the time he had been in this 
city. Justice Chesebro held it was 
impossible to be guilty of vagrancy 
while behing held in fall and re- 
leased the confessor. Moran prom- 
ised to leave the city. His confes- 
sion caused a sensation until its fal- 
lacy was exposed.

OPEN HER EYES. 

A hat Mrs.Fennessy Found in 
Her Husband's Pocket. 


Handsome Football Coach has 
Wide Correspondence. 


Rich Father-in-law Helps to 
Win Her a Divorce. 


Mrs. Anita C. Fennessy was proud 
of her husband’s good looks and ath- 
letic prowess. It pleased her that 
he was so popular, and especially 
that he had so many girl friends, 
for into her unsuspecting mind the 
thought had not entered that there 
was something warmer than pla- 
tonic friendship expressed in the 
letters he wrote and some of which 
she mailed for him. 

But one day while cleaning his 
clothes Mrs. Fennessy found a let- 
ter in a girl's handwriting. She had 
begun to ponder over her husband's 
correspondence with giris. She 
opened the letter and her eyes were 
opened. It revealed, she says, a 
clandestine correspondence of suffi- 
cient moment to cause her enguish. 

Being wise for her youth, Mrs. 
Fennessy said nothing, but regularly 
she abstracted letters from her hus- 
band’s pockets, and some of these 
letters, telling their own tale, were 
exhibits in Judge Wood's court yes- 
terday, when the young wife's di- 
verce suit Was tried. One in partic- 
ular revealed the fact that a mother 
was anxious to secure him for her 
daughter. It was not a well-written 
letter. In fact, it indicated that 
Frederick A. Fennessy, football 
coach, college man, son of wealthy

Another letter produced in court 
was addressed to Miss May O’ Malley, 
Denver.

“I get so lonely for you,” said a 
letter signed “Henrietta,” from Long 
Beach. “I love you a terrible lot. i 
don’t care who knows it, and I don't 
think it is wrong to say so. I am 
going to keep right on loving you, 
do you hear And iff you go away 
from me I'll commit suicide.” 

FATHER DENOUNCES SON. 

But Andrew L. Fennessy, the fa- 
ther, had no delusions concerning 
Frederick.

ANNOT PROHIBIT 
SALE TO NEGROES. 


U Under State and 
— Caso 
Probably will be Appealed. 


A decision of moment, apparently 
the first to be decided in this State, 
was handed down by Judge Shenk 
Tuesday, involving the right to in- 
clude in a deed a provision restrict- 
ing the sale of the property de- 
acribed to any person of African 
descent. The Title Guarantee and 
Trust Company conveyed to Pauline 
Kosanofska, a widow, certain prop- 
erty, incorporating in the deed the 
following: “Neither the said party 
of the second part, nor her heirs or 
assigns, shall or will sell any por- 
tion of said premises to any person 
of African, Chinese or Japanese de- 
scent,” 

Mrs. Kasanofska conveyed the 
property to H. H. Wigger and on the 
same day the latter conveyed the 
property to H. L. Garrott, a colored 
person. The trust company con- 
tended that the transfer of the prop- 
erty to the colored man was a viola- 
tion of the condition and brought suit 
of forfeiture and reconveyance. At 
the trail numerous cases were cited 
on both sides. The question pre- 
sented was one of restraint on alien- 
ation and discrimination and not 
one of restrictions on property sub- 
ject to which the property might be 
sold to or acquired by any person. 

Judge Shenk held that as a citizen 
of the State of California, the de- 
fendant is entitled to acquire prop- 
erty under the State Constitution, 
and to the equal protection of the 
laws under the Federal Constitution. 
The clause in the deed, the court 
held, “is not only contrary to the 
general policy of the law, and con- 
trary to the express provisions of 
Section 711 of the Civil Code, and as 
such is an wnlawful restraint on 
alienation, but also is unenforceable 
in the courts under the State and 
Federal constitutions.” 

The demurrer to the complaint 
was sustained without leave to 
amend, and a temporary restraining 
order issued dissolved. 

In running down the law, a de- 
cision bearing on the matter was 
found to have been given by Judge 
Erskine M. Ross with reference to 
Chinese. But Judge Shenk went 
back to 1290, to the time of Edward 
the First, and the statue of West- 
minster. Previous to that time 
grantors tied up property with 
all sorts of conditions. The statue 
put an end to that and it applied 
to everybody except the crown. It 
is probable that an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court. 8

AY HAVE TO TAKE 


Court reporters may be placed on 
regular salary and also under civil 
service rules in the near future, ac- 
cording to suggestions made yester- 
day at a meeting of a number of 
justices of the peace and the Board 
of Supervisors. The county char- 
ter at the present time permits the 
Supervisors to fix the salaries of all 
county employees, but In the case of 
court reporters, jurisdiction has been 
removed by the fact that the State 
law empowers the courts to fix the 
reporter’s schedule of rates and im- 
poses upon the Supervisors the duty 


of paying these. 

The matter has been brought to 
a head by the fact that the justice 
courts of the county have far ex- 
ceeded their appropriation, accord- 
ing to the reports of County Audi- 
tor Lewis. An additional appro- 
priation of $7500 to carry on their 
work to the end of the fiscal year 
was granted. Of this sum, approxi- 
mately $7000 will be necessary for 
court reporters’ fees and transcripts. 

If the justices will agree to a re- 
arrangement of, their present sched- 
ule of rates which will increase the 
income of the lower courts and help 
decrease the expenses, it may not be 
n to try and put the re- 
porters under the county charter 
provisions. If the justices cannot 
agree, the board will introduce a 
bill at the next session of the Leg- 
islature, to bring the reporters and 
their work within county jurisdiction 
and under civil service regulation.

Ripley Says Grab is Basis of 
Union's Demands. 


Beyond Ability of Railroads 
to Pay, He Declares. 


Mediation, no Concessions, is 
Stand of Carriers. 


A willingness to peaceably adjust 
existing differences between officials 
of the Santa Fe and members of 
the four organizations of railway 
trainmen who have threatened to 
strike if their demands for addition- 
al increases in salary are not met, 
was indicated Tuesday by President 
Ripley, who arrived here en route to 
Chicago, via San Francisco, from his 
winter home in Santa Barbara. He 
left the same evening. 1 

“The Santa Fe officials,” said he, 
“are willing at any time to enter into 
a thorough investigation of all condl- 
tions which the employees may de- 
clare unsatisfactory. I am sure that 
a disposition to do this in the past 
has convinced a ority of our em- 
ployees of the fair-mindedness of the 
officials. 

In this present crisis, we reiterate 
our desire to adjust all differences 
satisfactorily without resort to harsh 
measures. If the four organizations, 
who have made what we consider 
exorbitant demands, desire that we 
make a thorough study of the whole 
subject, we are quite willing to do so. 

“Unfortunately, it seems that the 
unions are unwilling to meet us half 
way on this subject. Their repre- 
sentatives appear to have as their 
viewpoint, in going into a discussion 
of the matter, ‘We must keep all 
we've got and get as much more as 
we can grab.“ In any investigation 
of conditions that ‘s made, the rall- 
road officials maintain a right to go 
Into the affair with a different and 
fairer view. 

“The recent demand for more 
aggregates a sum beyond the ability 
of the railroad to pay. I am sure 
I do not know what action will de 
taken, since it is said that there is 
to be a slogan of no compromise 
among the men. The dissatisfied or- 
ganizations asked for an answer to 
their demands prior to April 29. That 
answer has been given and it is now 
strictly up to the men as to the 
next move.”
